The President will not Accede to the 
Requests of the Arkansas Delegation--- 
Important News from Knoxville. 

Chicago Jan. 24th. 


The President declines to accede to the re- 
quest of the delegation of Union met from 
Arakansas for the appointment of a Military 
Governor. He is reported to have informed 
them of his purpose to entrust Gen. Steele 
with both the Military and Civil Administra- 
tion of affairs for the reason that the experi- 
ence of the past proved that there was constant 
conflict.between military Governors and mili- 
tary Commanders which was injurious to the 
interests under their charge. He expressed 
the hope that a formal organization of a State 
government under the terms of the Amnesty 
Proclamation would speedily be made by the 
people of Arkansas. 


A Cincinnati special says: Capt. King, a 
bearer of dispatches, arrived yesterday from 
Knox’ It seems that undoubted informa- 
tion is received that Longstreet has been 
reinforced by 20,000 men, ands had concen- 
trated their forces preparatory to a movement 
on Knoxville. His column is within 28 miles 
of that place with a front of 10 miles. There 
has been heavy skirmishing, Gen. Granger’s 
forces being compelled to fall back before 
superior forces of the enemy. Our lo8ses are 
slight while the damage done to the rebel 
column is heavy. Our army is said to have 
been compelled to fall back and o¢cupy the 
entrenchments surrounding Knoxville; but 
they have the ability to hold their position, 
which has been doubly strengthéned sihce 
Burnside left. It is also reported that John 
Morgan at the head of five thousand men, will 
take part in Longstreet’s operations and is 
believed to be on the alert for an advance to 
the rear of Knoxville to ent off supplies, aud 
if possible to draw our forces back from East 
Tennessee. | 

Chattanooga, Jan. 22d. 

A large number of mechanics and laborers 
have arrived, and the work of building the 
railroad to Knoxville will be commenced at 
once. Supplies are accumulating, and the 
issuing of full rations commenced to-day. 

A large number of veterans, having re-en- 
listed, have left on furlough, but the balance 
of power is maintained by raw recruits from 
the north, and deserters from the south. 
Seven hundred recruits arrived to-lay; a 
hundred and fifty rebels came into our lines 
on Monday. 

The rebél army occupies the old position 
at Dalton. It is believed it does not number 
over thirty thousand. The Tennessee and 
Kentucky troops are encamped in the centre, 
under u guard. Itis positively known that 
they are killing their best mules fer subsist- 
ence. No guerrilla demonstration has been 
made recently. 

Gen. Foster is seriously ill. 

Until the arrival of Schofield, Gen, Gran- 
ger is the principal officer in command. |

Philadelphia, Jan. 23d. 
A special to the Bulletin says: It is offi- 
cially announced that Rosecrans has been as- 
signed to command the Department of Mis- 
souri. 


From Port Hudson. 
New York, Jan 24th. 

A Port Hudson letter of the 15th, says: 
The rebels are concentrating néar this sttong- 
hold and Baton Rouge, are becoming 
quite enterprising. They push their pitkets 
close to our lines. The rebel Gen. Adams 
has several brigades distributed at Wood- 
vtille, Clinton and Jackson. 

Gen. Allman took puite a number of pris- 
oners to-day; most of them profess them- 
selves sick of the war and glad to be taken. 
They declare that they never heard of the 
President’s amnesty proclamation. The state- 
ment published in northern papers some time 
since of the capture and imprisonment, at 
Richmond, of Gen. Allman, is entirely untrue.

The report that the Anglo-French fleet will 
soon visit Copenhagen is contradicted, but the 
fact that the English channel fleet is re-called 
home lénds some color to the statément. 

The German troops in Holstein show a con- 
tinued activity. 

Official general correspondence of Vienna 
cautions the minor German States against 
precipitating an action against Denmark, and 
warns them against carrying out the attack. 
It is reported that the excitement is increas- 


ing throughout Germany, and at Vienna there 


is a universal belief of active movements in 
the Spring. 
London, Jan. 7th. 

Telegrams from Germany are less unfavor- 
able, and a report has gained currency not 
only- that proposals for a Conference have 
been agreed to by France and England but 
there is reason to believe they will be received 
by the Getman powers. 

The Times is suspicious of the ultimate 
pacific tone of the Emperor of the French and 
is of the opinion that such a line of conduct is 
at this time much more than étherwise, favor- 
able to the schemes of French ambition. JAt 
this particular juncture of affairs fot the Ein- 
perdér and Chambers of France to confine 
themselves to preaching the merits of peace fs 
by no means the réadiest way to obtain it.

Rebel Disaffection—Ecauregard Thinks 
he Cannot Hold Out Much Longer. 
New York, Jan. 24th 
The Times contains a translation of a let- 
ter froma Frenchman formerly in the rebel 
army, dated Richmond llth. He reports the 
arrival of another agent which the Emperér 
naméd Martigny, and his mysterious confer- 
ence With Jeff. Davis. “It is known,” he says, 
tat Jeff. has promised to recognize the Em- 
pire of Mexico, and promised France all the 
advantages of the Southern Confederacy, if 
Napoleon would recognize and support the 
Southern States. All our principal men,” he 
Says, “think a war between France and the 
United Statesis near at hand.’ The writer 
has no doubt that a plan for making Gen. Lee 
a Dictator will be adopted as the only means 
to counteract the strength of the North.

The Grand 
Jury had ‘presented the Camp as a 
‘nuisance because it necessarily uged 
and injured the water on which thou- 
sands of people depended for culinary 
purposes. He claimed his right of 
petition as an American citizen. It 
was a respectful petition to the proper 
authority to remove or abate what a 
Grand Jury had denounced as a nuis- 
ance. He proposed to ask in proper 
terms, as was his right, under the 
Constitution, for this relief. For any- 
body to take exception to this course 
made him suspect that all was not ex- 
actly right. It aroused his suspicions. 
Gen. Connor and the troops came from 
California, a land of sunshine and 
showers, where the bountiful earth 
yielded its harvests without the ad- 
ventitious aid of artifical irrigation ; 
while here, the water of ten streams 
was necessary for farming or garden- 
ing purposes. Hence Gen. Connor 
was not probably aware of the perhaps 
unintentional evil he was inflicting by 
‘depriving a third of the people of this 
city of pure and wholesome water. 
He desired to present the facts in re- 
spectful terms to the proper authori- 
ties. If the soldiers at Camp had the 
good feelings which actuated himself 
and he believed the people at large in 
their intercouse with them, no offence 
could be taken at the Memorial.

Direct Communication of California with 
China—Expected attack on Johmson's 
Island: 


Chicago, Jan. 25th. 

Specials from Washington, say that the Sen- 
ate Committee of Commerce have two import- 
ant measures under consideration. The first 
is the establishment of a line of steamers be- 
tween Califernia and China, and another fora 
line between this coantry and South America, 
Both lines requiring subsidies, the Commit- 
tee is disposed. to be liberal in the matter. 
The Chairman has accordingly called upon 
the proper department for all necessary infor- 
mation. and when received, these important 
projects will be promptly acted upon by the 
Committee. 


Government is in receipt of information of 


another contemplated attack by rebels in Can- 
ada. on Johnson's Island. It appears from 
intelligence received, that the Canadian an- 


thorities are considerably agitated. Govern-— 


ment has already taken necessary steps. |y 
placing a military and naval force at proper 
points to prevent an occurrence of this kind. 


A New Department to be Made, to be 
Commanded by a Major-Gen.—General 
and Interesting News. 


New York, Jan 25th. 

The Herald's dispatch, says: 
It is understood that Califorria and Oregon, 
will soon be formed into a military depart- 
ment, and the forces there raised to at least 
ten full regiments. It is expected that a Maj.-| 
General will be sent there from the Atlantic 
States. 

It has been discovered that on the occasion 
of Meade’s late movement the rebels were so 
apprehensive of defeat that they took all the 
felons out of prison and reprieved them, and 
they with a large number of deserters were 
sent to re-enforce Lee. 

Fernando Wood, has, it is said, prepared a 
speech to be delivered on the amendatory 


on the 28th of March. After the elec 
tion of a Governor, it is understood a 
Convention will be called to revise the 
State Censtitution, so as to abolish 
slavery. No person will be allowed. 
to vote who dues not take the oath: 
prescribed by the President, in his pro- 
clamation. 

- Gen. Pleasanton, chief of cavalry, 
has issued an order to the effect that: 
no excuse hereafter, will be accepted 
for the surprise or capture, under the 
plea of the enemy being in our uni- 
form, as no persons will be allowed to 
approach within rifle-shot, antil their 
character is ascertained. Officers sur- 
prised will be recommended for dis- 
missal ; privates to be tried by Court 
Martial, should they be proved to be 
responsible. Rebels wearing our uni- 
form and canght in the act of making 
war against our forces are ordcred to 
be sfiot on the spot. 


Gey. Connor.—lIn his report of the 
war operations ef the past year, Gen. | 
Halleck devotes the following para- 
graph to Gen. Connor’s command : 

“This department has been most 
signally exempt from the evils of civil 
war, and consequently has enjoyed un- 
exampled prosperity. Some thefts and 
robberies having been committed by 
roving bands of Indians on the over- 
land stage route in January last,/ Gen. 
Connor marched with a small force to 
Bear river, Idaho Territory, where, on 
the 26th, he overtook and completely 
defeated them in a severe battle, in 
which he killed 223 of the 300, and 
captared 175. of their horses. His 
own loss, in killed and wounded, was 
63, out of 200. Many of his men were 
severely injured by the frost. Since 
this severe punishment the Indians in 
that quarter have ceased to commit 
depredations on the whit&s.” 

It is brief, but the reader will bear

A Special to the dated Head-Quar- 
- ters West Virginia, says: We have captured 
a rebel mail.

Almost all the letters 
contain remarks on the President’s Amnesty 
Preclamation ; the sufferings anticipated in 
rebeldom ; the disaffected state of citizens of 
the south; the complaints of soldiers; the 
manner in which rebel officers, high in posi- 
tien, are shaken off, &c. All serve. in very 
many respects, to confirm the reports in circu- 
lation regarding the condition of the confed- 
eracy. 

The weather continues mild. but the com- 
mon roads are hardly in a passable condition 
for heavy trains and artillery. 

Several prominent citizens and rebel off- 
cers, one of them widely known a8 an ex-For. 
eign Minister, are negotiating to come within 
our lines, uuder the President’s Amnesty Pro- 
clamation.

New York, Jan. 25th. 

The Heralds letter from the squad- 
ron off Mobile, reports the English 
man-of-war, Sioux, was with the fleet 
secking permission to goto Mobile, 
which has beenasked by a flag of truce.
